He appeared 
again, thin time to o still larger nnd 
more ontlmhiastic assembly, to whom 
as preliminary he spoke of what he 
saw among thw Cossacks of Western 
"Europe and what he found among 
tho ruins of Poland. lie spoke till 
half-past 10, having commenced at 8, 
•ami then had to ndjoiirn without 
having said a word of tho Holy Land. 
»Still a third iippointment was made; 
the hull wni crowded us before, and 
ho commenced his journey by saying 
n littlw ooncarning Egypt, itn won- 
<l( 
jrfnl antiquities, its pyramids, nud 


its ruins. 
He became onlhusisstic 


over his subject, and, after awhile, 
pulled out his watch and mrnec 
around to find out the hour. A look 
of profound astonishment cume over 
his face as he glanced at the watch 
Turning to a gentleman on the plat 
form, "Well, hero it is 11 o'clock 
and I'll bo damned if I have got to 
the Holy Land yet!"

William M. Bung, an Englishman by 


birth, past 80 years of age, and for many 
years a constant reader of the REPUBLI- 
CAN, died suddenly at the residence of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cooper, his nearest neigh- 
bor, near Oreuua, on Wednesday after- 
noon.

Alleged Mt. Pulaelct Murderers in Jail »t 


Lincoln. 


J. H. Hall and David Long, arrct tod in 


St. Louis, charged with the murder of 
MoMnhon and hii two hired men at Mt. 
Pnlaskiin Auguet, 1882, were taken to 
Lincoln yesterday and lodged in jail. 
They were arrested in St. Louis by Pick- 
erton's men. They wore tint charged 
with burglary and enticed acro«* the river 
to East St. Louie, when tho band-outTg 
were clasped on them. They were armed 
with revolvers, brass knuckle* and bowio 
knives. Hall is a cousin of tho murdered 
man, MoMahon, and Long used to work 
for McMahon. When arrested Long said 
to Hall: "I know that d— n wife of yours 
would givn us away." They express great 
fears of being brought, fearing thnt they 
would bo lynched. The arrest was made 
very quietly, and it is a great surprise to 
the people there. Several arrests have 
been ruado for the greatest of mysterious 
murders, and it is to be hoped that the 
detectives are now on tho right trail. It 
looks that way. 


B. B. Fryer, ono of tho detectives in tho 


Carpenter ease, who arrived iu Deontur 
lost night, was neon by a UKI'UIILIOAK 
reporter. Ho is of tho opinion that Hall 
nnd Long undoubtedly had some con- 
nection with the triple murder. The mou 
are in jail and tho excitement at Lincoln 
yesterday was intense, and talk about tho 
Carpenter case iu a measure subsided. 
He Bays tho Piukertou detectives, headed 
by Mr, Griswold, havo been working on 
the case many months, nnd tho fact that 
they seldom make a mistake is a strong 
assurance that they havo secured pointers 
that amount to something stronger than 
n simple theory,
